ANNEXURE 

SCHEME FOR MAKING APPOINTMENTS TO 
POSTS OF GENERAL MANAGERS AND EQUI¬ 
VALENT IN THE RAILWAYS : 

Amendment 1. For the existing para 4.1. the follow¬ 
ing shall be substituted ;—- 

4.1 : A panel of names for consideration for 
appointment to the posts listed in Appendix 
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I shall be prepared by a Selection Committee 
set up in accordance with para 5 of the 
Scheme. For this purpose, the Selection 
Committee shall consider on merit eligible 
officers of each of the Railway Services lis¬ 
ted in Appendix II, having regard to their 
inter-se seniority as well as their seniority in 
the respective Services, and prepare a panel 
of officers considered suitable in all respects 
for appointment to the posts of General 
Manager and equivalent. The Selection 
Committee may also recommend the specific 
type I types of assignments for which a parti¬ 
cular officer mentioned in the panel may be 
considered suitable. 

Amendment 2. After existing para 4.3 the following 
new para 4.4 be added :— 

4.4 ; While taking action as in the preceding sub¬ 
para, the Railway Board shall normally sug¬ 
gest the promotion of empanelled officers in 
order of their intcr-se seniority within those 
cleared for that particular type of assign¬ 
ment, except when— 

(a) It is considered necessary to over-look any 
officer on the panel in view of any unsatis¬ 
factory performance or action as reflected 
in his confidential report, subsequent to 
his empanelment, subject to such a re¬ 
commendation being made to the 
Appointments Committee of the Cabinet 
under exceptional circumstances and for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and put 
up to the Appointments Committee of the 
Cabinet for their consideration, or 

(b) it is considered necessary to make a tempo¬ 
rary departure from the order of seniority 
in the panel for a few months to fit the 
officers considered in different vacancies 
arising within a short time span in a 
manner best in keeping with their relative 


background and aptitude. In this event, 
it will be notified that the junior officer 
will not gain any seniority vis-a-vis his 
empanelled seniors, or 

(c) it becomes inescapable to promote an offi¬ 
cer of a particular discipline as General 
Manager (Open Line), ahead of his nor¬ 
mal turn, to meet the requirements for 
manning the post of Member, Railway 
Board, corresponding to his discipline. In 
such cases, detailed reasons will be recor¬ 
ded for the consideration of the Appoint¬ 
ments Committee of the Cabinet. In the 
event of such an.appointment being app¬ 
roved by the Appointments Committee of 
the Cabinet, it will be notified that the 
junior officer will not gain any seniority 
vis-a-vis his empanelled seniors, or 

(d) it is found necessary to leave out any offi¬ 
cer borne on the panel at the time of ac¬ 
tual appointment in order to avoid undue 
predominance of any one Service by hold¬ 
ing of more than six pests of General 
Managers and equivalent by officers be¬ 
longing to any one Service. In this event, 
it will be notified that the junior officer 
will not gain anv seniority vis-a-vis bis 
empanelled seniors. 

Amendment 3. In Para 8, for the existing Explanation 
1, the following shall be substituted :— 

Explanation 1 : 

For the purpose of (ii) above, hold¬ 
ing of more than 6 posts of General 
Managers and equivalent by officers be¬ 
longing to any one, Service would ordi¬ 
narily be construed as undue predomi¬ 
nance. 
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
